Mr. Cooper, with his wife and 
daughter, went to Harrisburg on-Fri- 
day. From Harrisburg Mrs. and Miss 
Cooper took the train for Pequea, 
where they intended to spend soine 
time. The father and son left Har- 
risburg to make the trip in the lat- 
ter's canoe. .Tfiough the- water was 
rough they did. not regard the trip 
as dangerous, the son having made 
it previously.

The elder 
Cooper was widely 


known in railroad circles, having 
held many positions of trust during 
the past score of years. He was born 
in Lancaster County on January 23, 
1860.

1879 
at Philadelphia. 
In 1883 he 


jwas sent to Tyrone, where he was 
given the title of assistant supervisor 
Of the Middle Division. A year later 
:}ie was removed to Huntingdon and 
jn 1886 he was sent to Pittsburg as 
assistant supervisor of the Pittsburg 
Division. In 1887 he was sent to the 
Frederick Division and two years 
I-later to the Philadelphia, each time 
] as assistant supervisor. In 1897 he 
1 was made supervisor of the Middle 
Division and in 1900 was promoted 
to assistant engineer of the Sun-bury 
^Division. In 1901 he was made as- 
sistant engineer of the Schuylkill Di- 
vision and in 1903 was made assis- 
tant ~ superintendent of the Pittsbnrg 
Division. . 


I In 1'90§. he was promoted to ihe 
office of Superintendent of the -Bed- 
ford Division, which position he held 
at the time of his death. He was,re- 
garded as an exceptionally capable 
man and was slated for an important 
promotion. He was, a member of'the 
- Presbyterian Church and the Masonic 
fraternity.

long. It will be a glorious opportu- 
nity. Present right doing and wrong 
thinking, or wrong doing and wrong 
thinking will have much to do with

The Bible freely tells us that many 


features of the Divine plan are now 
hidden in mystery, but the last book 
of the Bible, which prophetically pic- 
tures the future, assures us that in 
God's due time "The mystery shall be 
finished, which He hath declared to 
His servants, the prophets" (Revela- 
tion x, 7 ). The same book assures us 
that in God's due time, when the mys- 
tery is cleared, "All nations shall 
come and worship before Thee, for 
Thy righteous acts have been made 
manifest" ^Revelation 
are now living in the time when the

Trained Dairymen 


Three hundred and thirty-one stu- 


dents received instruction in 14 dif- 
ferent subjects relating to dairying at 
the Pennsylvania State College dur- 
ing the year just closed. 
All but a 


few of these were young men from 
Pennsylvania. 
Some of this number 


studied more than one subject and 
included such work as Farm Butter- 
making, Factory Buttermaking,.Feed- 
ing Dairy Cows, Judging Dairy Cattle, 
etc. Of the forty odd men in the last 
winter course who studied Cattle 
Feeding and Cattle Judging, all but 
four went back to their own farms or 
had positions before they came to the 
College. 


Doubtless there are many young 


men in every county in Pennsylvania 
who could add from five to fifteen 
dollars a month to their income by 
fitting themselves for a position as 
dairyman 
or herdsman on dairy 


farms, where in addition to practical 
experience, knowledge ot the princi- 
ples which insure high class dairy 
products is required. 


Many a young fellow working on a 


farm for wages could save enough in 
a' few months to put himself through 
a winter course at a state school of 
agriculture, then go out worth at 
least five dollars per month more 
than when he went in, and if he 
makes good in the course of a year 
or two he should be worth three or 
four times that increase.
